New face of 
Northampton 


STUNNING new pictures showing 
how major sections of Northamp¬ 
ton could look after undergoing a 
multi-million pound redevelop¬ 
ment have been released. 

The documents, which were revealed to 
a select audience at the Guildhall yester¬ 
day not only show the new-look Grosvenor 
Centre, but also how the town’s new rail¬ 
way station, cultural quarter and marina 
could look. 

The leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, Councillor Tony Woods (Lib 
Dem, St David’s ) said the vision was 
aimed at making Northampton “an attrac¬ 
tive place to settle down and bring up 
your family”. 

He added: “Exciting plans are now com¬ 
ing forward for the new town centre and 
this new vision complements them and 
provides a signpost to a higher level of 
ambition that will help to deliver maxi¬ 
mum benefit to Northampton.” 

The publication of the new pictures 
comes less than a week after an initial 
vision for the town centre was revealed. 

They show how the town could look if 
all of the proposed developments are 
taken forward. 

John Markham, leader of the West 
Northamptonshire Development Corpo¬ 
ration (WNDC), acknowledged some of

the plans could be controversial among res¬ 
idents but said they pointed to a “bright 
future”. 

He added: “This new concept will 
inevitably attract differing responses and 
reactions from people and we 
welcome that as part of the process. 

“I think we all have an idea about what 
the concept includes, but positive sug¬ 
gestions and contributions from the pub¬ 
lic will be very welcome.” 

The plans have been jointly unveiled by 
Northampton Borough Council, the WNDC 
and Northamptonshire County Council. 

They suggest Northampton could 
become a “market city” with a 
population of 300,000 between now and 
2026.

THE body of a Northamp¬ 
tonshire holidaymaker was 
found at a Welsh beauty 
spot two days after he was 
last seen wading into a river. 

Lifeboats, the coastguard and 
police divers all joined in the hunt 
for 43-year-old Brackley man Oliver 
Ashby Johnson after he was last 
seen entering the Dulas River in 
Pantperthog, North Wales, at about 
10am last Monday 

His body was not discovered 
until last Wednesday afternoon 
when it was spotted by police divers 
searching the lake close to the 
campsite where he had been stay¬ 
ing with a friend. 

Fellow campers at the site said 
they were shocked by the tragedy. 

One holidaymaker from Birm¬ 
ingham, who had been camping 
next to Mr Johnson and his friend, 
described the two as “a lovely pair 
of lads”. 

He told reporters from the local 
newspaper, the County Times: “It’s 
terrible to think that one of them 
ended up in the river. We did try to 
warn them both about the dan¬ 
gers of playing in the river. 

“I’ve come to this part of the 
world all my life and know the 
river reaches depths of about 20ft 
in some places, but unfortunately 
they kept insisting they’d be okay” 

Mr Johnson’s body was found 
shortly after 1pm on Wednesday 


Specialist diver, Colin Samuel, 
who helped in the search for Mr 
Johnson, said: “He was camping 
with a friend who told us Mr John¬ 
son entered the water at a certain 
point. 

“Our diver found the body within 
about 10 minutes of entering the 
water. 


“It was about 30 metres down¬ 
stream from where Mr Johnson’s 
friend told us he entered.” 

The deputy mayor of Brackley, 
Chris Blunden, led tributes to Mr 
Johnson. He said: “It’s a terrible 
thing to happen, especially to some¬ 
one so young who was clearly hop¬ 
ing to enjoy himself on holiday.”

Charities hit by recession 


CHARITIES in Northamptonshire say they are 
having to dip into their own reserves to help get 
them through the recession. 

The drop in interest rates and a fall in the 
amount of donations has drastically affected 
charities in the county and has forced them to 
come up with extra sources of funding or cut 
back services. 

John Wood, general secretary of Northamp¬ 
tonshire Association for the Blind, said: “It is 
noticeable there is less loose change in our collection 
boxes. We seem to be emptying less £1 and 50p coins. 

“The interest on the reserves of charitable 


trusts has also dramatically decreased since 18 
months ago. 

“The biggest problem is being able to guarantee 
all our services. We are operating at a deficit and 
we have had to use our reserves to support our ser¬ 
vices.” 

Earlier this week, The Northampton Mencap 
Society made an urgent appeal for fundraising 
support to help keep their new £750,000 recre¬ 
ation centre going. 

Volunteer Carol Elson said the recession was forc¬ 
ing people to tighten their belts and the charity was 
now in “desperate” need of more money.

Council 
chief’s 
apology 
to public 


THE LEADER of Northampton 
Borough Council has issued 
an official apology for leaving 
his untaxed car in a town 
centre car park for more than 
three months. 

Councillor Tony Woods (Lib Dem, 
St Davids) left his 12-year-old Vaux- 
hall Astra in the basement car park 
of the Guildhall from September 
2008 until January this year. 

The move angered opposition 
politicians, who pointed out it 
would cost residents more than 
£1,000 to leave a car in the town 
centre for so long. 

When the saga began, the coun¬ 
cil boss was reluctant to comment 
on the matter, but following the 
revelation earlier this week by our 
sister paper, the Chronicle & Echo 
that an official investigation had 
revealed he broke “codes of con¬ 
duct” by leaving the vehicle for so 
long, Councillor Woods today issued 
a full public apology 

In a letter sent to the Chron, he 
said: “To cut a long story short, I got 
it wrong. I should not have parked 


my car on council property without 
an MOT or up-to-date tax disc. 

“I’ve said it before and I’ll say 
it again: politicians - from local 
councillors to MPs and Ministers - 
are in a position of trust and should 
have the decency to say ‘sorry’ 
when they make mistakes. 

“To that end, it’s vitally important 
I say what needs to be said and 
allow people to decide for them¬ 
selves.” 

Members of a council standards 
committee will now decide what 
action should be taken against the 
authority’s leader. 

But residents of Northampton 
have given a mixed response to the 
saga, with some demanding pun¬ 
ishment while others have labelled 
the issue petty. 

Commenting on the Chron web¬ 
site an internet user who writes 
under the name of pipenslippers 
said: “Councillor Woods has 
brought the office of leader of the 
borough council into disrepute. He 
must step down.” 

Andrew, writing from Thailand, 
added: “This is a man of position

who was elected by the people of 
Northampton and should have acted 
accordingly. Perhaps this is a triv¬ 
ial issue but it shouldn’t be swept 
under the carpet.” 

But others argued any investi¬ 
gation was a waste of time and 
Councillor Woods should simply 
be made to pay a fine for his bad 
parking. 

Javver from Northampton said: 
“I for one do not give a hoot if he 
parked an untaxed vehicle in the car 
park. 

“It was not on a public road and 
was doing no harm to anyone.”

Staff at Barnados in Gold Street were 
amazed when they opened seven large 
boxes containing donations for the 
charity shop and found about 150 pairs 
of unworn shoes and boots of all 
designs, shapes and sizes. 

Lucy Sparrow, joint voluntary man¬ 
ager at the shop, said the staff were 
“very pleased” by the donation. 

She said: “A donation as large as this 
comes along once in a blue moon and it’s 
brilliant when it does because you can 
imagine how much money it is going to 
make the charity. 

“We certainly need the money and it’s 
nice somebody thought of us down 
here at the bottom of Gold Street. Char¬ 
ity shops can often be forgotten dur¬ 
ing a recession and we’re just so thank¬ 
ful for whoever brought these in.” 

The boxes were taken into the shop 
last Thursday by a mystery donor who 
did not leave their name. 

Mrs Sparrow said she believed the 
shoes, which are new and have not 
been worn, may have been old stock 
from a warehouse somewhere in the 
town.

and men’s - but they are not ugly and 
are all made from leather. 

“We’ve priced them at £4.99 per pair 
and we’re very hopeful we’ll sell them 
all, although if we don’t they won’t go 
to waste.

“It’s not unusual for someone to 
donate to us without wanting to leave 
their name but we just want to say 
thank you very much to whoever did 
bring them in.” 


Plan B needed for estates 


COUNCIL chiefs have insisted they are working on a 
“plan B” to improve council houses in Northampton 
which have been left out of a multi-million-pound Gov¬ 
ernment regeneration scheme. 

Earlier this year, Northampton Borough Council 
announced plans to bid for £208 million of Government 
money to improve council houses in Bellinge, Black¬ 
thorn, Eastfield and Thorplands. 

This month, the Government announced the council was 
only in line to secure £100 million and Eastfield must be 
one of the areas regenerated. 

The decision means the council now has to pick just one 


of the three remaining estates to benefit from the cash. 

But members of the council’s cabinet have assured peo¬ 
ple living in Bellinge, Blackthorn and Thorplands they 
are working on back-up plans for the areas if they are not 
chosen as the second estate. 

The leader of the authority, Councillor Tony Woods (Lib 
Dem, St David’s), said: “Clearly we need a plan B. I also 
hope we can choose the two estates we’ll focus on as soon 
as possible to end the uncertainty people clearly have.” 

The money will see some council houses in the two cho¬ 
sen estates updated while the most rundown would be 
demolished.

Offenders up 
in court again 


A CRACKDOWN on criminals 
failing to comply with their 
court orders has seen 40 offend¬ 
ers hauled before magistrates 
by Northamptonshire Proba¬ 
tion Service. 

At a special session at 
Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court, 15 probationers appeared 
as a result of breaching their 
community or supervision 
orders for the first time. 

A further 25 made their sec¬ 
ond appearance for failing to 
carry out their punishments, 
which included a range of 
requirements such as regular 
visits with probation officers, 
unpaid work orders and domes¬ 
tic abuse programmes. 

If an offender breaches an 
order once, a warning letter is 


sent to them by Northampton¬ 
shire Probation but after that 
they will be asked to return to 
court for possible re-sentencing, 
which could see additional pun¬ 
ishments added to their order 
or a jail term being handed 
down. 

Brian Johnson, Northamp¬ 
tonshire Probation’s court team 
manager, said the regular court 
sessions for offenders who 
breached their orders showed 
the service took failure to com¬ 
ply with the conditions very 
seriously. 

He said: “There will always 
be breaches. The challenge for 
us is to help offenders realise 
that supervision orders are not 
a waste of time, and that they 
can learn from them.”

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School to get 
room to grow 


A POPULAR Northampton¬ 
shire school will be extended 
following reports of "huge 
pressure" on places. 

Northamptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet this week passed plans 
to expand Caroline Chisholm Pri¬ 
mary School in Wootton Fields. 

The £3.5 million expansion plan 
was recommended for approval by 
education experts at County Hall, 
who have reported “huge pressure 
on school places” because of the 
“unforeseen” expansion of Grange 
Park. 

The council’s cabinet member 
for schools, Councillor Andrew 
Grant (Con, Brackley East) said 
the demand for places at the school 
reflected its success. 

He said: “I think this is very 
positive news for the school and 
for all the children and their par¬ 
ents. 

“Caroline Chisholm is certainly 
delivering very well as a school 
and I think the demand there is 
for places shows just how well it’s 
working.” 

The school was built in 2004 as 
part of the £25 million Wooldale 
Centre for Learning in Wooldale

Road, Wootton Fields. 

The complex also includes a 
nursery secondary school and pub¬ 
lic library. 

When the complex was built, it 
was the first council-run centre 
in the country to offer education on 
one site for children from as young 
as four right up to 18. 

In his report on the need for the 
primary school’s extension, 
Northamptonshire County Council 
officer, Neil Kitson, said the exten¬ 
sion scheme was part of a wider 
plan to reduce pressure on school 
places around Grange Park and 
Wootton Fields. 

He said: “There has been huge 
pressure on school places in both 
Wootton Fields and Grange Park, as 
demand for places has far exceeded 
pupil projections from the new 
housing growth. 

“The solution involves exten¬ 
sions for the primary phases at 
both Caroline Chisholm in Wootton 
Fields and Woodland View at 
Grange Park. 

“This provision had been 
planned for when Caroline 
Chisholm School was originally 
built.”

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Train makes 
set complete 

THE last of the 37 trains which represent 
a £190 million investment by London Mid¬ 
land has been delivered to the company. 

The lOOmph electric trains are main¬ 
tained at a Siemens depot in Kings Heath, 
Northampton, which was purpose-built 
for the rolling stock. It has taken eight 
months to roll out the fleet, with the four- 
carriage trains having more seats than 
those they replaced. 

They represent part of a £300 million 
investment by London Midland in trains, 
stations and improving services. The new 
trains mainly run on services through 
Northampton, between Birmingham and 
London Euston. 

Mac Mackintosh, engineering director at 
London Midland, said: “Now, more and 
more passengers will be travelling on the 
state-of-the-art Desiro trains instead of 
the older trains.”

who died in a honor crash 
on the Ml in Northamp¬ 
tonshire in the early hours 
of Saturday were cousins. 

The accident happened on 
the northbound carriageway of 
the motorway at about 1.30am 
on Saturday when a black 
Renault Espace, in which six 
men were travelling, left the 
carriageway before crashing. 

Two passengers from the 
Espace died at the scene, while 
another died later at Northamp¬ 
ton General Hospital. 

On Sunday morning, officers 
from Northamptonshire Police 
named the dead men as Fakhir 
Jabakhyl and cousins Ahmed 
Nassar Doulatzani and Hoshal 
Doulatzani. 

Mr Jabakhyl, who was 22 
years old, was from London, 
while Ahmed Nassar 
Doulatzani, aged 32, was from 


year-old cousin was from Willes- 
den. 

The remaining three men, 
who are aged between 30 and 
37, remain in hospital where 
their condition has been 
described as serious, but not 
life threatening. 

The accident happened 
between the Newport Pagnell 
services and junction 15 of the 
Ml, close to Salcey Forest. 

The motorway was closed 
from junction 14 for more than 
six hours as the emergency ser¬ 
vices attended the scene of the 
crash. 

The police have confirmed a 
man has been arrested in con¬ 
nection with the collision, but do 
not believe any other vehicle 
was involved. 

They have appealed for any¬ 
one who witnessed the crash, or 
saw the car immediately before 
the collision, to come forward.

Student 
in court 
after ID 
fraud 


A SOPHISTICATED bank 
and ID fraud was dis¬ 
covered after a branch 
manager spotted with¬ 
drawal irregularities while 
helping out when short- 
staffed, a court heard. 

Student Simeon Williams, 
19, was caught trying to with¬ 
draw £5,000 from Barclays in 
The Drapery, Northampton, 
when the manager questioned 
why a teenager needed such a 
sum of money. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard he had already with¬ 
drawn £10,000 from a joint 
account set up in order to fun¬ 
nel funds stolen in an ID fraud. 

Kate Grieve, prosecuting, 
said Williams had travelled to 
Coventry last August and 
opened a joint account with a 
man he was introduced to as 
Neil Carson. 

Within days, two transac¬ 
tions were made into the new 
account from the real Mr Car¬ 
son’s account, involving £25,500 


stolen from him. 

On August 27, Williams then 
made £5,000 withdrawals from 
Barclays in Wellingborough 
Road and Harborough Road, 
before trying it again at The 
Drapery branch. 

Miss Grieve said the branch 
manager noticed how much 
had already been withdrawn 
and questioned him why he 
needed such sums of money 
While Williams was delayed 
in the branch, the manager 
alerted the police. 

Williams, of Gladstone Road, 
Spencer, pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
sessing and converting crimi¬ 
nal property and was sentenced 
to 14 months’ youth custody 
Steven Evans, mitigating, 
said: “He knew when first 
approached there was some¬ 
thing not quite right about 
this. When he went to Coventry 
he knew he was keeping com¬ 
pany with some serious indi¬ 
viduals. 

“He’s deeply ashamed and 
sorry for the part he played.”

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MP says 
homes 
plan is 
‘a joke’ 


ONE of Northampton's 
top politicians has blasted 
proposals to build thou¬ 
sands of houses close to 
the edge of the town, 
labelling them "a joke'' 

Detailed plans for the expan¬ 
sion of Northampton, Daventry 
and Towcester were published 
by the West Northamptonshire 
Joint Planning Unit (JPU) at 
the end of June. 

The group, which includes 
the leaders of Northampton 
Borough Council, South 
Northamptonshire Council and 
Daventry District Council, pub¬ 
lished plans showing where 
more than 40,000 homes could 
be built to meet Government 
expansion targets. 

One of the largest areas high¬ 
lighted for development was a 
section of land referred to as 
“Northampton South-East”. 

The JPU said the land, which 
is between Grange Park, Woot- 
ton and Little Houghton, could 
take up to 18,000 homes. 

The suggestion has been con- 
demned by Northampton 
South’s Conservative MP, Brian 
Binley. 

He said: “It simply reinforces 
my view that this whole pro¬ 
ject is misconceived and will 
be immensely damaging to our 
county town and the rural areas 
which surround it. 

“My objections have been 
strengthened as a result of the 
publication of that document.” 

The MP said he feared many 
villages in the Northampton 
South-East area would be 


“swamped” by any large devel¬ 
opment and some small com¬ 
munities could be “annihi¬ 
lated”. 

Offering an alternative solu¬ 
tion, he said existing rural vil¬ 
lages should be expanded, 
rather than new ones created. 

He said: “We should look to a 
sensible policy of building in 
our rural villages without over¬ 
whelming them. For instance, 
Hackleton, Horton and Pid- 
dington could take another 100 
to 120 homes to add to the 1,000 
they already have, which would 
bring sizeable benefits to the 
village by providing homes for 
the young people who wish to 
continue their lives in those 
communities.” 

Members of the JPU have 
acknowledged the plans will 
be “hugely controversial”, but 
asked those who oppose them to 
offer alternative solutions. 

The proposals have gone on 
public display and the JPU has 
reassured residents they are 
not the final plan. 

A statement issued by the 
organisation said: “The Emer¬ 
gent Joint Core Strategy is not 
the complete plan. We will con¬ 
sider and respond to the feed¬ 
back received. Further evidence 
will then be gathered and stud¬ 
ies carried out before the next 
stage in the production of the 
Joint Core Strategy” 

The plans are on display at 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s offices in Cliftonville, 
Northampton, Daventry Library 
and South Northamptonshire 
Council’s offices in Towcester.

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Heritage day on the buses 


TOP heritage sites and buildings 
will be open to the public next 
month, as part of European Her¬ 
itage weekend and a fleet of clas¬ 
sic buses which have not been 
seen in the town centre for almost 
half a century will provide trans¬ 
port to some of the venues. 

It is 50 years since the classic Daimlers 
- of which there are only seven still in 
existence - first operated in the town 
but for one weekend only they will again 
grace the town’s streets on five tours 
which will show visitors and residents the 
best the town has to offer, including 
many sites not normally open to the 
public. 


The 1959 Daimler CVG6s have Roe 
bodies with a “Manchester” fibreglass 
front grill. More than 50 examples arrived 
in the town in the 20 years following 
their introduction and it is a testament 
to their longevity that Northampton 
continued to operate many of the buses 
long after the rest of the world had 
moved on to rear engine, front entrance 
buses. 

As part of European Heritage weekend 
the buses will provide free transport on 
two routes linking town buildings open 
to the public and one linking with river 
and canal trips. 

A featured village tour will allow pas¬ 
sengers to see a chosen village within the 
borough and there will also be a themed 


tour, which this year will be “enter¬ 
tainment venues”. 

The East Midlands Vehicle Preserva¬ 
tion Group in association with Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council is looking for vehi¬ 
cle owners, drivers, conductors and 
stewards to guide the public during the 
weekend, which takes place from Sep¬ 
tember 12 to 13. 

A spokesman for the group said: “Dur¬ 
ing the Saturday and Sunday we seek to 
recreate the style of transport seen in 
Britain in the 1950s and 1960s to enhance 
Northampton’s weekend visitor experi¬ 
ence.”

Long-running Jimny 
is a proper off-roader 



T HE Jimny is Suzuki’s miniature 
4x4, a model with the dubious 
honour of being one of the 
longest-serving cars currently on 
sale in the UK. It was launched in 
1998 and it has battled on with only 
minor revisions through to the 
present day. 

So why would customers want to 
purchase a Jimny when there’s 
plenty of other metal out there 
that’s years younger? The answer 
lies in the dynamics of the 4x4 
market and the simple fact that 
while other small 4x4s have evolved, 
growing softer and more car-like, 
the Jimny has stood still. These 
days, there’s nothing else quite like 
it. 

Back in the days when Suzuki 
was designing the Jimny, off-road 
vehicles were used for driving off 
the road. They needed to be able to 
do this without getting damaged or 
stuck. Since then, such abilities 
have grown less and less important 
as the 4x4 has become a trendy 
lifestyle accessory for buyers who’d 
never dream of venturing away 
from the Tarmac. The market has 
moved away from the Jimny but 
there are still people out there who 
want an affordable off-road vehicle 
and Suzuki’s stalwart largely has 
them all to itself. 

The downside of the Jimny’s 
undoubted ability when the going 
gets bumpy and grip becomes 
scarce is a rather choppy ride when 
it isn’t. There’s bounce in the heavy 
duty suspension over undulations 


in the road and it’s not particularly 
cosseting over potholes and other 
surface imperfections. The Jimny 
has a decent turning circle and good 
visibility for manoeuvring around 
town but it doesn’t respond well to 
brisk cornering where the elevated 
ride height contributes to 
pronounced body lean. All will still 


be forgiven by those who use the 
Jimny in its native habitat. The 
sturdy 4x4 mechanicals and low 
range gearbox make it genuinely 
capable in the rough. Being 
comparatively light and narrow, it 
will even access areas where larger, 
more expensive off-road vehicles 
would struggle to tread. 


If you want a small 4x4 to 
produce the goods in the mud 
there’s nothing better at this price 
or anything close to it. 

Power is supplied by a 1.3-litre 
petrol engine with 84bhp and 
llONm of torque. It’s not the 
liveliest unit, with 0-60mph taking 
14 seconds and the Jimny running 


out of puff at just 84mph. It’s also a 
little too vocal at higher revs, so it’s 
at its best either off-road or around 
town where higher speeds aren’t 
necessary. A five-speed manual 
gearbox comes as standard but a 
four-speed auto is also available. 

The tough ladder frame chassis 
and low range transfer box mark 
the Jimny out as a proper 4x4 from 
a time before the glut of soft- 
roaders and crossover models filled 
the market. 

Suzuki’s Drive Select 4x4 system 
allows the driver to select high or 
low range 4x4 modes as well as a 
front-wheel drive setting while on 
the move at speeds of up to 62mph. 
The Jimny also has 190mm of 
ground clearance and is designed 
with its wheels pushed right out to 
each corner of the car, producing 
steep approach and departure 
angles. The Jimny may be small but 
it looks the part with its chunky 
dimensions and neat detailing. 

There are other small 4x4s on the 
market. Many of them have a more 
modern feel and look to them but 
none are anything like as good off¬ 
road. 

The Jimny also looks attractively 
priced compared to most of them, 
considering that it has a full-time 
4x4 system with a low-range 
gearbox. 

Even larger compact 4x4s like the 
Toyota RAV4, Ford Kuga and 
Vauxhall Antara will struggle to 
live with the Jimny in tricky off¬ 
road scenarios.

Foden 
settles on 
full-back 

SAINTS star Ben Foden says he will 
be focusing totally on playing at 
full-back this season. 

Exactly where the England back 
should play has been the subject of 
huge debate ever since he signed for 
Saints from Sale. 

Foden originally joined Saints 
because he had no chance of playing 
in his favoured scrum-half position 
while at Edgeley Park. 

Sale played him at full-back and 
after flitting between the two for 
the first half of the season, Foden 
made the number 15 jersey his own 
with some stunning displays and he 
is intending to stay there. 

Foden, who earned his first England 
start against Argentina on the wing 
at the end of last season, said: “This 
year I’m focusing mainly on full¬ 
back. 

“It suits me best and I think I pro¬ 
duced my better performances in 
that shirt. 

“I sort of made it my own for 
Northampton last season and I want 
to remain focused, work hard in that 
position and improve. I want to show 
everyone I can play to a high standard 
and push hard for an England spot.” 

Foden divided his training between 
scrum-half and full-back last sea¬ 
son, but solely concentrating on one 
position may yet help him challenge 
Delon Armitage for the England full¬ 
back position, though the London 
Irish star has been very impressive 
on the international stage. 

“You have to make a decision at 
some point in your career,” said 
Foden, who is in France with 
the rest of the Saints squad this 
week as they prepare for their 
first friendly against Bordeaux 
tonight. 

“I came through the academy ranks 
as a No. 9 and as I moved into the first 
team at Sale they pushed me into 
the wing/full-back role. 

“I left Sale because of that. I wanted 
to play a bit at nine, but I realised 
about halfway through last year that 
perhaps 15 was the better position for 
me.” 


Gray stands firm 
over Jackman bid

STUART GRAY says 
the Cobblers won't be 
'bullied' into selling 
star man Danny Jack- 
man and has 
described the bid 
made for the player 
as 'embarrassing' 

Gray was talking after 
his side were dumped out of 
the Carling Cup 2-0 at 
Southampton on Tuesday 
night in a match which 
underlined an urgent need 
for some class in midfield. 

Abdul Osman and Ryan 
Gilligan endured a tough 
night in the middle of the 
park as the Saints pro¬ 
gressed to the second round, 
and although there is no 
guarantee of it, Jackman 
would surely provide a 
much-needed edge in that 
area. 

The player of the year 
travelled down to the south 
coast with the squad, but 
failed a fitness test before 
the game and did not fea¬ 
ture in the line-up. 

Gillingham are the club 
who are currently track¬ 
ing Jackman, and have 
made an offer which is 
understood to be in the 
region of £50,000 for the 
player’s services. 

But Gray isn’t interested 
in selling, and said: “Where 
do I go and get a Danny 
Jackman if we accept the 
offer we’ve had for him? 

“I wouldn’t be able to do 
it. We’ve only had one bid so 
far, and the bid we’ve had 
has been embarrassing for 
a player of his ability. 


“We won’t be bullied into 
selling him and we haven’t 
had an offer yet which 
matches our evaluation.” 

And he added: “We’re 
probably going to have to 
have his knee scanned this 
week. 

“It was touch and go as to 
whether he would play last 
night, and he wasn’t that 
far away.” 

Gray’s team have now 
failed to score in both their 
opening games - and if you 
take that record back to the 
back end of last season, it 
extends even further, 
totalling almost 400 min¬ 
utes. 

But the manager is not 
placing too much empha¬ 
sis on that statistic, and is 
confident his side can get 
among the goals. 

“Not scoring is a bit of 
a concern but I’d be more 
concerned if we weren’t 
creating chances,” he said. 

“Steve Guinan could have 
scored last night and Andy 
Holt could have scored last 
night. 

“They both got into good 
positions but didn’t hit the 
target. 

“Rickie Lambert showed 
his quality - when he got a 
chance, he took it. Maybe 
we need to be demanding a 
bit more of our centre-for¬ 
wards.” 

The Cobblers, who 
opened their season with 
a 0-0 draw at home to Mac¬ 
clesfield last weekend, are 
back in Coca-Cola League 
Two action this Saturday 
at Chesterfield (ko 3pm)
